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Strangers  are  admitted  to  see  the  Asylum  on  MONDAYS 
and  THURSDAYS,  at  Two  o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon. 


They  are  requested  not  to  make  any  remarks  upon  the 
personal  appearance  of  the  Pupils  in  their  hearing,  or  to 
offer  money  to  any  Pupil  or  Servant  of  the  Institution. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  he 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils ; also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which 
Visitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

The  PUPILS  assemble  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  every 
MONDAY  AFTERNOON,  at  Three  o’Clock,  except  during 
the  Summer  and  Christmas  Vacations,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  SACRED  MUSIC,  to  which  Visitors  are  admitted.

That  the  best  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  the  High 
High  Sheriff  for  his  kindness  in  presiding  on  this  occasion. 
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REPORT. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1884  there  were 
47  pupils  (32  males  and  15  females)  in  this  Institution. 
During  the  year  there  were  seven  new  pupils  admitted, 
and  ten  left.  Of  the  latter,  one,  Alfred  C.  Raymond,  in 
consideration  of  his  good  conduct  and  assiduity,  received 
a gratuity  of  £5  5s.  Od.,  and  has  since  made  a satis- 
factory start  in  life  as  a tuner  and  teacher  of  the  piano- 
forte. Two  others  likewise,  in  consequence  of  their 
good  conduct,  received  on  leaving  a gratuity  of 
£3  3s.  Od.  each,  and  a set  of  tools  valued  at  about 
£1  10s.  Od.  They  also,  although  only  17  years  of  age, 
have  been  able  to  get  as  much  basket  work  as  they 
could  fairly  accomplish.  A fourth  had  made  such 
remarkable  progress  in  basket  work,  &c.,  during  the 
short  period  of  one  year  and  nine  months  that  he  had 
been  in  the  Institution,  and  had  recovered  his  sight 
to  such  an  extent,  that  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
retain  him  as  an  improver  and  teacher.  Four  others 
were  sent  away  through  ill-health  ; one  of  these  died 
of  consumption.  The  remaining  two  were  removed  by 
tlioir  friends. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  your  Committee  have  to 
announce  the  loss  by  death  of  an  old  and  valued 
servant  of  the  Institution,  James  Murphy.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Asylum  as  a pupil  in  1826,  being  then 
1 4 years  of  age.  After  the  full  term  of  seven  years 
he  became  first  a journeyman  and  finally  a teacher  of 
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basket  work,  which  post  he  filled  till  his  death,  in 
December,  1884,  at  the  age  of  72.  During  all  those 
years  he  was  a constant  example  to  the  journeymen 
and  pupils  of  an  industrious,  sober,  God-fearing  man. 
For  over  40  years  he  was  a teacher  in  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  St.  Michael’s  parish,  and  his  voice  will  he 
missed  in  the  Chapel  Services  and  Monday  Afternoon 
Concerts,  where  he  was  an  unfailing  attendant  during 
the  whole  time  of  his  connection  with  the  Asylum. 
He  left  by  will  to  this  Institution  the  sum  of  £50. 

The  question  of  the  course  of  secular  instruction  to 
be  imparted  to  the  pupils  becomes  more  important 
every  year,  owing  to  the  very  early  age  at  which  the 
greater  number  of  them  are  now  admitted.  The  pupil 
admitted  about  9 years  of  age,  when  he  is,  and  will  he 
for  some  time,  physically  incapacitated  to  undertake 
heavy  manual  labour,  must  look  forward  to  spending  a 
large  portion  of  the  first  few  years  of  his  term  of  resi- 
dence in  the  schoolroom.  Hence  it  arises  that  so 
many  of  the  pupils  who  leave  after  seven  years  have 
not  only  had  insufficient  experience  but  have  not  even 
the  strength  to  undertake  the  heavier  work,  for  which 
the  demand  is  greatest.  The  Committee  have  fully 
recognised  these  facts,  and  have  endeavoured  to  meet 
the  difficulty  by  extending  the  term  of  residence.  As 
this  extension  necessarily  incurs  extra  expenses,  they 
earnestly  trust  the  friends  and  subscribers  to  the 
Institution  will  aid  them  to  the  utmost  in  thus  increas- 
ing its  usefulness.  The  subjects  taught  in  the  schools 
are,  as  heretofore,  reading  and  writing  in  Braille  and 
Roman  type,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  history, 
a knowledge  of  current  events,  music  and  pianoforte 
tuning,  and  handicraft  arts  and  trades.  The  general 
course  of  reading  to  the  pupils  assembled  in  the  Music- 
hall  has  included,  among  others,  the  following  works  : 
— “ The  Glen  Luna  Family,”  “ The  Life  of  President 
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Garfield,”  “ Baxter’s  Call  to  the  Unconverted,”  “ The 
Voyage  of  the  Constance,”  “ Lives  of  Women  of 
Christendom,”  “ More  Leaves  from  the  Journal  of  a 
Life  in  the  Highlands,”  by  the  Queen,  “ Forgotten  by 
the  World,”  “ Willow  Brook,”  “ The  Huguenot 
Family,”  “ Pine  Needles,”  “ Golden  Sheaves,”  and 
Craik's  “ English  Literature.” 


The  Chaplain  conducts  the  Morning  and  Evening 
Services  on  Sundays  in  the  Chapel,  and  a short 
Service  in  the  Dining-hall  on  Wednesday  evening. 
The  Bible  is  read  at  morning  and  evening  prayers  by 
the  Lady  Superintendent.  Bible  lessons  are  given 
daily  in  the  schools,  and  a lesson  on  the  Liturgy  once 
a week.  On  Sunday  afternoons  the  pupils  have  again 
frequently  been  allowed  to  attend  the  Colston  Hall 
Services,  and  the  Sunday  afternoon  prayer  meetings 
have  been  continued.  The  good  effect  of  these,  and 
the  pleasure  with  which  the  pupils  take  part  in  them, 
have  on  several  occasions  been  expressed  in  letters 
received  from  old  pupils.  Thus  one  writes  : — “ On 
Sundays  I miss  the  little  prayer  meetings  very  much, 
for  it  was  such  great  pleasure  to  me  to  gather  together 
and  give  thanks  and  praise  to  our  Blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour,  who  is  always  more  ready  to  hear  than  we  to 
pray.  Of  the  poor  boy  who  died  of  consumption 
soon  after  leaving  tha  Asylum,  the  parish  clergyman 
writes  The  knowledge  of  Holy  Scripture  seemed 
to  be  a groat  source  of  happiness  and  comfort  to  him  • 
the  abidmg  sense  of  a personal  Saviour  filled  his  hear! 
witn  joy.  it  was  a pleasure  to  read  and  pray  with  him 
his  features  seemed  to  light  up  with  such  joy,  and 
constantly  he  would  ask  the  meaning  of  the  parage, 
L-  ,q aote  various  texts  bearing  on  the  subject.”  A 
t id  pupil  writes  from  America:— “ I often  think  of

The  Trade  Account  amounts  this  year  to 
£1,117  17s.  6d.,  that  being  the  sum  received  for 
baskets,  mats,  and  other  articles  manufactured  in  the 
Asylum,  an  increase  of  £117  12s.  3d.  on  last  year’s 
receipts.  The  donations  amount  to  only  £11  7s.  5d., 
a decrease  of  £22  16s.  Od.  on  those  of  the  previous 
year.  The  subscriptions  amount  to  £221  8s.  Od.  A 
legacy  of  £50,  together  with  £3  10s.  Od.  interest,  has 
been  received  from  the  executors  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Kiddle. 

The  Committee  were  glad  to  be  able  to  oblige  the 
Organising  Committee  of  the  Industrial  and  Fine  Arts 
Exhibition,  held  in  the  Drill  Hall,  by  allowing  them 
to  erect  a temporary  building  on  the  garden  grounds 
belonging  to  this  Asylum,  on  payment  of  a sum  agreed 
to.  The  numerous  visitors  to  the  Exhibition  showed 
great  interest  in  the  exhibits  of  the  blind  pupils  and 
journeymen,  an  interest  subsequently  testified  to  by 
the  number  of  orders  for  work  received  from  various 
parts  of  the  West  of  England.

kindness  in  giving  free  admission  to  their  various 
concerts ; Mrs.  Thistlewaite,  for  some  music  hooks  ; 
tho  Rev.  — Stroude,  for  a packet  of  old  music  ; Miss 
Farler  and  Mr.  Tutton,  for  free  admission  of  the  pupils 
to  their  respective  concerts ; Mr.  Riseley,  for  free 
admission  to  his  organ  recitals ; to  the  Committee  of

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MUSICAL  PROFESSOR’S  REPORT. 


I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for 
the  past  year.  The  rvork  has  been  on  the  whole  of  a 
very  satisfactory  character.  Some  of  the  younger  pupils 
are  making  rapid  progress,  both  at  the  organ  and 
pianoforte. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  one  girl  and  seven 
boys  learning  the  organ,  two  girls  and  two  hoys 
learning  singing,  and  two  girls  and  ten  boys  studying 
the  piano.  Some  of  these  have  mado  considerable, 
and' the  majority  of  them  are  making  very  steady  and 
satisfactory,  progress. 

A great  deal  of  first-class  music,  for  organ,  pianoforte, 
and  singing,  has  been  written  and  satisfactorily  learnt 
There  are  also  classes  for  junior  soprani,  alti,  tenori, 
and  bassi. 

The  Monday  afternoon  concerts  continue  to  give 
pleasure  to  appreciative  audiences.
